Dr, Spi Tung, a famous Chinese 
historian and schola® will deliver 
an address ‘on “Chinese Life inj: 
the D'ung Dynasty,” | 


‘In an interview with Daily re- 
porters last evening, Dr. Spi "Tung 
confessed: that his chief interest 
in life ‘was cuspidors 
,He went on to reveal the theme 
of Friday's talk as a first-hand ac- 
count of the art of cuspidor making 
in ‘the D'ung Dynasty and the roic 
which these useful implements play 
in contemporary Chinese ‘life, 

“In China,” said’ Spl ‘Tung, “ev- 
ery man; and woman, expectorates, 
Consequently, the art of cuspidor 
manufacture has reached a very 
high peak, We have none of those 
terrible’ brass things which can 
be seen in any American hotel 
or barber shop.” 

“Instead”, claimed Spi ‘Tung, “in 
China, every  cuspidor is custom- 
made to suit a man's taste, finances, 
and capability.’
